Vegetation on the earth is likened 
to the skin on our bodies by federal 
erosion-prevention workers. Remove 
a large portion of the skin and ter- 
rible sores result. Reckless denuding 
of millions of acres of the richest 
land in the country has resulted: in 
erosion; huge sores upon the earth, 

“Recovery from the disease of ero-, 
sion is not a simple matter,” says . 
H. Bennett, of the soll conservation 
service. “Obviously we cannot return 
to presettlement conditions. The na. 
tion has its roots in agricultu. and ff 
the nation is to continue, agriculture 
must continue. We cannot raise corn, 
tobacco and cotton in the woods. We 
cannot harvest a wheat erop from 
the unbroken prairie. But we must 
make some concessions to nature, 
whose laws we cannot repeal even if 
they are irksome. 

“Protection and production are not 
necessarily incompatible. With a sys- 
tem of correct land use we can farm 
much of our soil and keep it, too. We 
cannot safely farm all of it to clean- 
tilled, erosion-producing crops. Some 
of the steeper and more erosive land 
must be in trees or grass. These 
crops anchor the soil. Like the skin 
on our bodies they protect the earth 
from the disease of erosion.”

AS TIME GOES ON it becomes 
i more and more apparent that the 
only solution to the problem of 
1} unemployment is the initiation of 
a system. of production which 
does not depend on the profits of 
millionaires for its continued 
operation. 4 federal budget 
greatly out of balance, over twen- 
ty million people dependent on 
public charity, hunger strikes and 
bread riots, all these things point 
to the one fact that as yet we have 
taken no fundamental step toward 
the establishment of a more just 
social order. The tax bill now 
up for consideration in Congress 
shows the falacy of such schemes 
for ‘sharing the wealth.” The 
most Uberal estimate of the reve- 
nue it will raise is not in excess 
of $400 million and surely no 
‘gane person will think that this 
amount is any more than a drop 
in the proverbial bucket.
